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FERGUSON WAS IMPEACHED 


Governor Removed From Office 
By Vote Of 27 To 4 


Austin, Texas, Sept. 22.—James Ferguson, governor of Texas, was im­ 
peached this afternon by the Senate high court which had been trying him 
for the past three weeks, after the Senate had sustained ten of the twenty- 
one charges in the bill returned against him by the House in committee of 
the whole. 
' 
Next Tuesday at noon the Senate high court will formally pronounce 
judgment. The conviction carries with it, it is understood, disbarment from 
future office holding in the state, but this condition may be ameliorated. 
Tonight the governor is completely severed from the high position to 
which he was twice elected by the votes of the people. Acting Governor 
W. P. Hobby, a newspaper man of Beaumont, assumes full authority in 
the office. His term will extend to January, 1919. 
Mr. Ferguson said he did not know what his future plans would be. He 
will probably go to his Bell-Bosque ranch for a rest, after which he will 
decide if he will return to his old home in Temple where he founded the 
Temple State Bank and formerly conducted his various properties. 
The ex-governor received defeat cheerfully and in talking tonight to 
friends said: “Everything will be all right.” Moie than that, he would 


not talk. 
Senators Clark, Hall, Parr and Woodward stood with the governor from 
stait to finish, but on the votes cn the more serious charges against him 
they stood alone with him. The rest of the Senators voted solidly to uphold 
the charges o f the House board of managers. 
On the first article, which charged misuse of Canyon City Normal funds, 
he was found guilty by a vote of 27 to 4. 
One article of impeachment sustained by the senate means that the gov­ 
ernor is automatically removed from office, and debarred from holding of­ 


fice again in this state.
